rebuke of the contractors argument pre- 
sented by the democrats. Tht republi 
cans have carried Ohio, Iowa and Mas- 
sachusetts, where the democrats made 
anti-expansion an issue and the demo 
crate carried Nebraska and Maryland, 
each having a democratic candidate for 
president, neither of whom the republi- 
cans fear as a leader.

.ious have passed away during the year. 
There has been a very small amount of 
general sickness, a large number of the 
deaths being due to the gradual decline 
of the vital powers due to extreme age: 
no real sickness but a. slow foiling of 
strength'until some sligkt trouble ap- 
peared and death ended the scene. The 
most frequent causes of death have been 
old age, consumption and epilepsy in 
the order named. The sanitary sur- 
roundings have been excellent and the 
year has been almost entirely free from 
cases of bowel trouble which'are so coii- 
mcm in most institutions. No epidemic 
disease of any character has occurred. 


A comparison of the ages of the in- 


mates who have- died during the past 
year is.of great interest.', Out of a total 
of twenty-eight deaths, sixteen, or nearly 
two-thirds of the entire number were 
over seventy years of age at the time of 
death. 
Of these, one-half, or

in-all, had passed1 another decade and 
were over eighty years of age.

Is 
it prudent or patriotic to .embarrass the 
government when its soldiers are in the 
field and when it is attempting to dis 
charge a duty that the world admits 
rests upon us? Must we retreat before 
barbarism or shrink from a conflict in 
defense of civilization ajd hurnaw prog- 
ress? Do we. as a nation, whose citi- 
zens travel, reside 
and do business 


everywhere, whose commerce will in the 
near future cover every sea, whose 
power is, and is to be, domjnent in the 
Pacific, whose laws and institutions 
elevate and bless all who come in con- 
tact with them—do we own no duty to 
the world in restraining savagery and 
redeeming the-waste places of the earth? 
Do we expect to enjoy all the benefia 
and blessings of peace and civilization 
without hearing any part of the "white 
man's burden?" •

The leaf tobacco exhibit for the Paris 


Exposition of 1900 is now being pre- 
pared for shipment in the Division of 
Soils of the Department of Agriculture 
at Washington. This 
will be without 


doubt the finest collection ever exhibited 
3y the United States. It includes the 
varieties, grades, types and qualities of 
:obacco from . all of the principal to 
oacco growing sections of this country. 
This display will comprise only the raw 
material, supplemented by a large col— 
.ection' of photographs and, in a few in- 
stances, samples illustrating the differ- 
ent stitges of the tobacco in the process 
of manufacturing. 


The leaf tobacco exhibit is under the 


immeuiate direction of Prof. Milton 
Whitney, chief of the Division of Soils, 
assisted'by Marcus L. Floyd, tobacco 
expert of that-division; All of the im 
portant tobacco growing districts were 
visited by Mr. Floyd 
during July and 


August, when material was collected for 
this exhibit. 
Neither time nor labor has 


been spared, to make this display, a 
credit to the United States at large. ' 


In the. collection of samples now be- 


ing packed for shipment the variety of 
shading, from the bright yellow and 
white Burley to the dark wrappers and 
African black, immediately attracas the 
eve. The uniformity, the arrangement 
of the samples, the difference in texture 
of. the thin and heavy leaves, the various 
qualities, and 'the large 
number of 


grades,, are features of the display. The 
lover of the plug, the cigarette, the pipe 
and the expensive "Havana,": will find 
his especial "weed" in the raw material. 
The stogies, snuffs, and pipe-smoking 
tobaccos are also represented in the col- 
lection, 


The differences in the foreign types 


are worthy of consideration. These are 
not foreign in the the sense that they 
are grown in other lands, but in the 
sense that they are cures and manipur 
lated according to the demands of the 
foreign trade. To the general public 
such differences are often hardly per- 
ceptible, but in the trade the - slightest 
shade of color or thickness or body of 
the leaf, and often the length, is taken 
into account.

while Austria prefers the medium colors,

Coat of Automobile*. 


St. Louis Republic: 
In determining 


the expense of the automobile the cost 
of power is everything. When -the test 
was made the -power came from a, cen- 
tral power house, which will.of course, 
be the case in every community where 
mobiles are much used. 
But a test 


was also made with a gas engine, such" 
as may.be set up in any cellar'or'sta- 
ble, and it was found that the power 
for charging electric - batteries?. could 
be produced at the rate of from two to 
three cents a working hour. At this 
rate, the cost a^mile is about 11.21 cents 
as against 13.86 cents, when the vehi- 
cle is drawn by horses. This is a sav- 
ing of 95.4 cents a w-agon a day, and as 
the mobile takes only four horses to 
travel 36 miles, as against 5.14 hours

AIJT.UMN PRESERVING. 


A Few Hintsi and Rccipca Foi- AppZec, 


Quinces, Pears, IStc. 


The first coining of frost marks the 


preserving season for many housekeep- 
ers, partly because green tomatoes, 
pears, apples and quinces arc likely to 
be lower in price then than early in the. 
season, and also because the work is 
more pleasant with the less ardent 
temperature of autumu mornings. 


It is hardly necessary to say that 


•preserving does not change the quality 
of fruit. 
A poor, flavorless apple or 


pear vrill make an Insipid preserve. 
Fruit should be well ripened, but not 
mellow, as firmness is essential in pre- 
serves. 


Pears and quinces are usually best 


for the purpose when picked somewhat 
green and ripened in a cool, dry place 
In the house. 


Unless yon prefer leathery preserves 


do not sprinkle tlie sugar over the fruit 
and allow it to stand and suck out thu 
fruit juice. 


Tho quince as a preserve has a very 


uncommon and characteristic flavor of 
its own to recommend it, besides the 
beautiful red color.it takes when cook- 
ed long enough'. For this preserve pare, 
core and quarter the quinces. Put them 
in the preserve pah with'just sufficient 
water to cover them. Boil until bcgin- 
.ning to get tender and then carefully 
lift out the fruit. To each po.und allow 
a half pound of sugar,'and for each 
three pounds of sugar allow one pint 
of water, including what remained o£ 
the water in which the fruit was boil- 
ed. When the sugar is dissolved and 
the sirup is boiling hot, put in the fruit 
and allow it to cook very slowly until 
it is quite tender, though not broken, 
and the sirup will jelly when a little la 
poured on a plate. Put the fruit' in 
glass jars and pour- the sirup over it, 
covering in the usual way. 
It is gen- 


erally considered bettor to make up 
this preserve with equal quantities of 
quinces and apples, in which case the 
apples need not be previously boiled, 
but put in at the same time the quinces 
are remove-to the hot sirup. The ap- 
ples should 'be of a good, firm cooking 
variety, and they will acquire the 
flavor and color of the quinces. 


Sweet pickled apples are almost a.9 


delicious as pears or peaches. Cut them 
in halves, cutting through the stem 
and leaving in the skin and core. Put 
three cloves in each half. Make a sweet 
sirup, allowing to six pounds of apples 
three pounds of sugar and a pint of 
vinegar. Bring the sirup to a boil, put 
the apples in and cook until they can 
be pierced with a straw. Take out with 
a skimmer, pack in cans or jars, cook 
sirup a little longer and pour over 
them. 


For preserved pears select half a 


peck of nice fruit of medium size. Pare 
and cut iu halves, remove the core and 
stem and drop the fruit as you peal 
it in cold water. 
For six pounds of 


pears allow four pounds of sugar and 
one quart of water. Place in a pre- 
serving kettle over the fire. As soon 
as it boils remove the scum,.put in as 
many pears as will conveniently lie in 
the"sirup without crowding each other 
and boil from 10 to 15 minutes or until 
a straw will pierce through them easi- 
ly. Pour the hot fruit into jars, fill tip 
with the sirup and.seal tight. 


A very rich green tomato preserve is 


made as follows: To one pound of fruit 
use three-quarters' of a pound of gran- 
ulated sugar. Allow the yellow rind, 
shaved thin, and the juice of one lemon 
to two pounds of fruit. Cut the toma- 
toes around in halves and then quarter 
the halves. Put the sugar on with just 
water-enough to melt it,; add the toma- 
to and lemon and cook gently until 
the tomato is tender and transparent. 


For Tanned Iliiiuli. 


Hands which have become roughen- 


ed and tanned during the summer out- 
ing may be greatly benefited by wash- 
ing them two or three times a day in 
oatmeal water. Take some" good fine 
oatmeal and-boil it in water for an 
hour, strain and use the liquid for the 
hands. 'It should be made fresh every 
day in summer, as it soon becomes sour 
and smells unpleasant.

one circular wind, five small w'nlrt- 
'wjnds circled around a common center. 
They ran south, along an 
eight-foot 


osage orange hedge. Each eddy was 
simply a miniature -whirlwind in form 
and .velocity, whirling on' its individ- 
ual axis, and also on the common axis 
to the right. They were about fifteen 
feet high. 
They ran. a few rods and 


vanished. These whirls were undoubt- 
edly due in part to the presence of the 
hedge, since similar whirls are met 
with in the rear of every obstacle, and 
in part to the hot, dry surface of the 
ground, since every mass of air that is 
made hotter than its neighbor rises and 
carries the slightest 
dust with it. 


These- dust whirlwinds are common in 
India, especially during the dry sea- 
son. Sometimes a slowly moving whirl- 
wind, instead of appearing as a simple 
column, is composed of several distinct 
vortices, each one rotating on its axis, 
as it revolves around in the whirling 
circle. A fan-shaped train of dust is 
attached to each separate vortex. This 
remarkable sight is'said to give the 
idea of a fairy dance around 
a ring, 


and the motions are exactly imitated 
by the dancing dervishes of Turkey, 
one of whose holy exercises is to spin 
round and round like a top, singly or 
in company with others, and at the 
same time gyrating around in a general 
circle. Prof-. R. W. Wood has imitated 
these phenomena artificially, using flat 
metal plates about a yard long and a 
foot wide, covered with sand-. By heat- 
ing the plates the air above the sand 
becomes warmed, and produc.es mirage 
effects, but, under the 
influence 
of 


greater heat, beautiful little whirlwinds 
of ascending hot air can be seen run- 
ning about the 'surface, and carrying 
up the fine silica powder that is scat- 
tered upon the plate. When sal -am- 
moniac is used instead of silica, dense 
clouds of white vapor quickly arise, 
and -a perfect miniature tornado of 
dense smoke, about two yards high, is 
presented. This experiment shows ex- 
actly how eddies and whirls of dust are 
formed on the hot plains of. Kansas.1—
